A Librarians  seminar  was  given  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  User  Training  Branch 
on  accessing  statistical  resources  from  the  Census  Bureau  and  other  selected 
agencies,  November  17-20,  1980,  at  the  Suitland  Federal  Center,  Suitland,  Md. 
Chief  Moderator  was  Mac  Palmer  assisted  by  Cathy  Clark,  Martha  Wyeth,  and  Ann 
Crispin.  Information  from  the  lectures  which  pertained  directly  to  agriculture 


is  surrmarized  in  this  article. 

LECTURE 

CENSUS  GEOGRAPHY.  An  understand- 
ing of  the  terms  used  with  the  various 
tables,  charts,  and  maps,  is  dependent 
on  an  understanding  of  the  terminology. 
The  class  was  introduced  to  such 
descriptors  as  SMSA  (or)  the  Standard 
Metropolitan  Statistical  Area  (which  is 
an  integrated  economic  and  social  unit 
with  a recognized  large  population 
nucleus),  CBD  or  Central  Business 
Districts  (defined  as  the  downtown 
retail  trade  areas  of  an  SMSA  central 
city,  or  other  city  of  50,000  or  more 
persons,  and  Census  Tracts  - defined  as 
subdivision  of  metropolitan  areas  into 
ne i ghborhood- I i ke  units. 

1980  CENSUS.  Information  for  tbe 
Census  was  derived  either  from 
questions  asked  of  the  entire  popu- 
lation or  questions  asked  of  a sample 
of  the  population.  Questions  asked 
about  every  person  or  housing  unit  are 
called  100%  or  complete  count  ques- 
tions. Questionnaires  were  sent  to

households  and  all  households  were 
asked  to  answer  the  complete-count 
questions,  but  only  a sample  were  asked 
to  answer  the  supplementary  sample 
questions.  Plans  for  the  sample  part 
of  the  census  called  for  asking  the 
sample  questions  at  only  one  household 
in  every  six  for  most  of  the  country. 
Some  of  the  data  items  collected  from 
the  1980  census  include:  Population 

items  - household  relationship,  sex, 
race,  age,  marital  status,  etc. 

Housing  items  - number  of  housing  units 
at  address,  number  of  rooms  in  a unit, 
value  of  home,  etc. 

CENSUS  OF  AGRICULTURE.  This  census 
provides  a periodic  statistical  picture 
of  the  nation's  agriculture.  Taken 
every  10  years  from  1840  to  1920  and 
every  five  years  for  1925  through  1974, 
it  is  now  undergoing  a reference  year 
change.  Two  4—year  censuses,  taken 
for  1978  and  1982,  will  adjust  the

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data-ref erence  year  to  coincide  with 
the  censuses  of  business  and  industry 
for  1982.  Thereafter,  the  agriculture 
census  will  revert  to  a 5-year  cycle. 

It  currently  reports  data  on  agricul- 
tural production,  resources,  and 
inventories  for  every  county,  state, 
and  region  of  the  United  States,  and 
for  the  nation.  It  provides  the  only 
set  of  uniform  agricultural  data  at  the 
county  level.  The  1974  Census  not  only 
included  farms  in  the  50  states  but 
also  in  Puerto  Rico,  Guam,  and  the 
Virgin  I s I ands. 

The  1969  and  1974  censuses  were  taken 
by  mail;  most  prior  censuses  were 
conducted  by  personal  interview.  The 
1978  census  was  taken  by  a combination 
of  both.  The  1979  Census  of  Horticul- 
tural Specialties  provides  data  on 
farms  growing  nursery  or  greenhouse 
products,  mushrooms,  or  pod.  Three 
additional  reports  (based  on  small- 
scale  samples  from  1978  census)  deal 
with  farm  finance,  on-farm  irrigation, 
and  the  use  of  energy  on  farms. 

For  1978,  the  principal  categories  of 
data  collected  in  the  50  states  were: 
acreage,  crops,  fruit  and  nut  produc- 
tion, vegetables,  nursery  and  green- 
house products,  value  of  sales,  land 
use,  irrigation,  organization, 
livestock  and  poultry,  animal 
specialties,  characteristics  and 
occupation  of  operator,  foreign 
ownership  of  farmland  in  U.S.,  use  of 
fertilizers,  pesticides,  and  other 
chemicals,  selected  production  ex- 
penditures, expenditures  for  energy, 
machinery  and  equipment,  market  value 
of  I and  and  bu i I d i n g . 

A product  of  each  Census  are  the 
following  publications  which  are 
published  over  a period  of  several 
years  at  the  conclusion  of  the  Census: 

Preliminary  Reports  - Prior  to  publica- 
tion of  the  final  census  figures,  a 


separate  4 page  report  for  each  county 
in  the  U.S.  with  10  or  more  farms  was 
released  giving  statistical  highlights 
on  basic  data  items,  along  with  com- 
parable data  for  1974.  An  eight-page 
preliminary  report  was  published  for 
each  state.  For  agricultural  services, 
a preliminary  two-page  state  report  was 
issued  showing  the  number  of  agricul- 
tural service  establishments,  gross 
receipts,  and  payroll. 

Final  Summary  Volumes.  Volume  I. 

State  and  County  Data.  A separate 
report  is  published  for  each  of  the  50 
states  and  for  the  United  States,  by 
state.  Volume  1 reports  were  published 
for  Puerto  Rico,  Guam,  and  the  Virgin 
Islands.  Each  of  the  State  reports  is 
divided  into  four  chapters:  (1) 
thirty-two  tables  showing  detailed  data 
at  the  state  level,  (2)  32  tables 
of  selected  data  for  counties 
and  the  state  organized  by  subject,  (3) 
15  tables  of  detailed  data  for 
each  county. 

Volume  II.  Statistics  by  Subject. 

This  report  presents  statistics  by 
subject,  for  the  U.S.  regions, 
geographic  divisions,  and  states. 

Volume  III.  Agricultural  Services 

This  volume  covers  agricultural  service 
establishments  at  the  U.S.,  state,  and 
county  level. 

Volume  IV.  Special  Reports.  This  is  a 
series  of  reports  including  the  "Proce- 
dural History  Coverage  Evaluation, 
Ranking  Counties  and  States,  and  the 
Graphic  Summary."  The  latter  offers  a 
profile  of  the  nation's  agricultural 
system  in  a series  of  U.S.  maps,  a 
number  of  which  are  printed  in  color.
